Otherwise, free .speech is not a fine thing, bnt an 
abomination and a nuisance and a curse ; and. what 
w worse, a humbug and a trick—a gag to catch the 
cars of the groundlings—to fill the pockets of the 
peddlers of sensation,lie they political or paraonical 
_to fetch the thirty pieces of silver for which the 
Judases of the time would sell a nation’s salvation. 
>Ve say Judases, and we care not if, to motlernizc the 
•nplication, you call them Wilson or Wigfall, Phillips 
er I’rvor, Sumner or A'ancey—the treachery is not less 
blieic, nor the traitor less infamous. Benedict Ar¬ 
nold is not dead in history, but only sleepcth ; and, 
stirred by mercenary noises, he moves again in bis 
Imitators, who are as ready and as rascally, with no 
s aprrit n - degree of qualification, save that they are a 
little nisher. 

AVe have heard enough of the sublime prerogative 
of free speech, and we are sick of it; because we 
hear only of its abuse, to subserve the ambitious ends 
of Beechers, the rowdy ends of Redpaihs, and the 
blustering ends .of Iversons. Must we pay with all 
the blessings of a fVee land, that Beecher roa)' be a 
" remarkable preacher," and sell liis baiipy nits to 
booksellers for a ten per cent, copyright? Must we 
fly at each other’s throats, tliat Curtis may express 
the devotion of his creed, in popular lectures, to the 
fnne of twenty-five cents admittance ? Must we sack 
each other’s cities that an ex-Governor of V irginia 
may dream dreams of a Southern army undqp bene- 
rahssimo AlHse, or a Southern Empire a waved bv 
Henry A., the First and the Foolish?

ABOLITIONISM AT A DISCOUNT. 

From BenDett’i HenM. 

GARMto.v.Tappan & Co. commenced the anti-slavery 
movement in i^ton, Philadelphia and New York 
nearly thirty years ago. At first, the doctrines pro¬ 
mulgated by these philanthropists were very distaste¬ 
ful to the people of the North, and the abolition meet¬ 
ings were broken up^-'In the country, however, the 
Abolitionisfs were soRSified by the ele r i ' y. and dm 
movement gained strength, nntil the radical Aboli¬ 
tionists were enabled to enunciate their treasonable 
doctrines without fear of popular resentment. Their 
position was strengthened by the repeal of the Mis- 
——: compromise and the Kansas rebellion, and they 
enabled to bring large nnmbers of hitherto loyal 
citizens over to their side. Then came the Helper 
book, the theory of which is that slavery might be 
extinguished by tbe building up in the Sontbern titates 
of a party hostile to the peculiar institution of that 
section—said party to be composed of non-slavehold¬ 
ers. All these demonstrations were taken by the 
South as so many ileclarations of a Northern war, 
and preparations were made for the worst. The time 
has come, however, for the entire reversal of Northern 
sentiment In Philadelphia, George AV. Curtis has 
been politely infonnsd that his inflammatory lectures 
are not ne^ed. In Boston, abolition meetings are 
broken up, and AVendell Phillips goes home from 
church under the protection of a combined escort of 
women and policemen. .\t Rochester, the hotbed of 
abolitionism, spiritualism, women’s rigbtsiam, and so 
on, Miss Susan B. Anthony, the Rev. Mr. May and 
other veterans in the cause attempt'to hold a conven¬ 
tion, and are compelled to dissolve it in a burry. At 
New Haven, Beecher has been pelted with rotten 
eggs. In New A'ork city, the proposition of that dis- 
lished exile from North Carolina, Mr. H. R. 
, er, to leuture upon the “ Two Systems of Labor,” 
received with so mneh dissatisfaction that he has 
not yet been pcrraiuctl to open his month npon the 
lubject. Mr. Helper may as well retire to private 
life, and reflect upon the destruction of his pet theory 
by the solid fact that the secession movement in tbe 
Sonth is more vigorously pressed by the “ poor 
whites ” than bv the slaveholders. If Mr. Helper 
himself should visit the South, he would receive sum¬ 
mary punishment at the bands of men of bis own 
class in the coromnnity where he formerly resided. 
I'his being a notorious fact, tbe Helper humbug may 
be accounted as having quite exploded. 

Ah to the old sot—Harrison, Pillsbury, Henry C. 
Wright, Abby Kelley Foster and others—they may 
as well bang up tlieir discordant harps for the pre¬ 
sent. Many of them have heretofore pocketed com¬ 
fortable incomes as itinerant anti-slavery lecturers. 
Now they will not be permitted to ventilate their 
pestiferous doctrines ; and, though the contingency ia 
distressing to comtemplate, yet it is not improbable 
that some of them may be compelled to labor bonesUy 
for their living. The secession movement has its 
advantages after all.

MR. ADAMS SPEAKS FOR HIMSELF. 

[Justire to the Hon. Charles Francis Adams, whose recent

2d, exclusion from the Territories ; 3d, foe appreben- 
sion of some future danger to the rights of tbe slave 
States, from the adoption of constitutional amend¬ 
ments interfering with them.

eral of the measures reported by the Committee. He 
did so under a conviction foat they contain foe only 
reasonable as well as practicable adjustment of foe 
differences unhappily existing in foe country, without 
tbe sacrifice of principle on either side, foat has thus 
far come within his observation. And although 
entirely approving of them in foe abstract, he 1 
ready to give bis coeperation in adopting them, if] 
there was good reason to-suppose that they would 
effect the object aimtxl at. He endeavored to act in 
good &ifo, and withal view to the restoration of the 
kindly relations between the opposite sections of the 
country, which seem to be so rudely threatened. 
That this spirit has been fairly reciprocated by a 
portion of foe representatives of the af^rieved Stales, 
M takes great pleasure in acknowledging. Had foat 
portion constituted only a bare majority of foe whole 
number, he would still have pledj^xl all tbe limited 
aid in his power to unite with them. But foe fact is 
wholly otherwise. While three Slates have refused 
to be represented at all, seven more, making ten oat 
of fifteen, have decided to reject the conclusions ar¬ 
rived at by foe Committee. 

This faet alone would seem to render all prospect 
of a general adjustment very dim. And when it 
appeared, on foe other hand, that a number of t^ 
representatives of tbe free States were equally disin¬ 
clined to accept them, what hope was left of any 
advantageous result from perseverance? 

Another significant incident bappcMd, wbich put 
_j end to all further doubt in the mind of the sub¬ 
scriber, because it convinced him that, even if aU the 
measures recommended could be adopted, foe adjust¬ 
ment anticipated would be at far off as ever; that 
foe causes of foe difference are but superficially 
touched 

true source of discord lies sltogetber too deep for tbe 
plummet of Congressional l^islation.

It was foe new Governor who came in, looking as 
inshiny as the day itself, in his best black suit, but 
with no black in hia humor.

Address of Mr. Phnnps. 

The office of the pulpit is to teach men their duty. 
Wherever men’s thoughts have any influence on their 
laws, it is the duty oLthe pulpit to preach politics. II 
it were possible to conceive of a community whose 
opinions had no influence on their government, there 
the pulpit would have no occasion to talk of govern¬ 
ment. I never heard or knew of such .a community. 
Though sheltered by Roman despotism, Herod and the 
chief priests abstained from this and that because they 
feared tlie people.” The Sultan dared to murder his 
Janissaries only wlien the streets caine to hate them as 
much as he did. The Czar, at the head of a government 
whose Constitution knows no check bat pomon and the 
da“<»er. yet feels the pressure of pubUc opmion. Cer- 
taiuTy, where pews are fuU of voters, no question but 
the sermon should be full of politics. 

“The Lord reigneth; let the earth rejoice.’ “The 
covenant witii death is annuUed—the agreement with 
hell is broken to pieces.” The chain which has held 
the slave system since 1787 is parted. Thirty years ago 
Southern leaders, sixteen years ago Northern Abolition¬ 
ists, announced tlieir purpose to seek the dissolution of 
the American Union. Who dreamed that success would 
come so soon? South Carolina—bankrupt, alone, with 
a hundred thousand more slaves than whites, four 
blacks to three whites within her borders—flings her 
gauntlet at the feet of twenty-five millions of people ' 
defence of an idea. I would New England could con 
one State as fearless among her six. Call it not ti 
madness of an engineer who places himself in front of 
his cannon at the moment of discharge; call it, rather, 
the forlorn hope of the mariner, seizing plank or spar 
in the fury of the storm. The mistake of South Caro¬ 
lina is, she fancies there is more chance of saving 
slavery ouuide of the Union than inside. Three States 
have followed her example. Probably the rest of the 
slave States, or many of them, will find themselves 
unable to resist the infection—and then the whole mer¬ 
ciless conspiracy of 1787 is ended, and timid mej| ,wiU 
dare to hate slavery witliout tsembling for bread opflife. 

Let us look at the country—the North, the Sqatii',and 
the government. The South divided into three sections 
—1st, Those who hold slaves exactly as they do bfink 
stock or land—and'^of course love the Union, which 
enables them to treat man as property—timid wealth 
shrinking from change, but so timid as to stand dumb. 
2d, Those who have ruled the nation sixty years, mo- 
noDO&tag Presidents’ chairs and embassies; defeated 
now,^4te plan, in earnest sincerity, for another nation 
with Presidencies and embassies all to themselves. 3d, 
A class made up from these two, who cling to the 
Union in their hearts, but threaten loudly, well know- 
' ing the loudest threats Ret the best bargain. 

The object of the South is a separate oonfederaey— 
hoping it will stand long enough for the North to ask 
for annexation on their terms. 

Then comes the government, so called—in reality, a 
conspiracy against j ustice and honest men—some of its 
members pilferers and some traitors—the rest pilferers 
and traitors, too. Like all outgoing administrations, 
they have no wish to lessen the troubles of their suc¬ 
cessors by curing the nation’s hurt—rather aggravate 
it. They have done all the mischief in their power, 
and long now only to. hear the clock strike twelve on 
the 4th day of March. 

Then look at the North, divided into three sections— 
1st, The defeated minority, glad of anything that trou¬ 
bles theii- conquerors. 2d, The class of Republicans 
led by Seward, ofiering-to surrender anything to save 
the Union (applause). Their Gospel U the Constitution 
(applause), and the slave clause is their Sermon on the 
Mount (laughter and applause). They think that at the 
judgment day, the blacker the sins they have committed 
to save the Union, the clearer will be their title to 
heaven. 3d, The rest of the Republicans, led by The 
Tribune —all honor to The Tribune, faithful and truel— 
who consider their honor pledged to fulfil in office the 
promises made in the canvass. Their motto is, “The 
Chicago platform, every inch of it: not a hair’s breadth 
of the Territories shall be surrendered to slavery ” 
(applause). But they, too, claim the cannon’s mouth to 
protect forts, defend the flag, and save the Union. At 
the head of this section, we have every reason to believe, 
stands Mr. Abraham Lincoln. 

All these are the actors on the stage. But the foun¬ 
dation on which all stand divides only into two parts— 
those who like slavery and mean it shall last, aqd those 
who bate it and mean it shall die. In the boUiug gulf 
goes on the perpetual conflict of acid and alkali; all 
these classes are but bubbles on the surface. The 
upper millstone is Jiiq/if, and the lower Wrong. Between 
them, governments and parchments, parties and com¬ 
promises, are being slowly ground to powder. 

Broadly stated, the South plans a Southern confed¬ 
eracy to uphold slavery ; the North clings to the Union 
to uphold trade and secure growth. Without the Union, 
Mr. Seward tells us we can neither be safe, rich, strong, 
nor happy. We used to think justice was before thrift, 
and nobleness better than happiness. 1 place no great 
reliance on that prudent patriotism which is the child 
of interest.' 2 he Tribune, usually frank, preeminently 
honorable and lofty as has been its tone of late, stUl 
says, “ Be it the business of the people everywhere to 
• forget the negro, and remember only the country ” 
(applause). 

After drifting a di-eary night of thirty years, before 
the hurricane, our ship of Stale is going to pieces on 
the lee shore of slavery. Every one confesses that the 
-poisto of our body poRtic is slavery. European critics, 
in vifew of it, have pronounced the existence of the 
Union hitherto a -• fortunate accident.” Orators floated 
into fame on one inspired phrase, “irrepressible con¬ 
flict.” Jefferson died foreseeing that this was the rock 
on whiefi w-e should split. Even Mr. Webster, speaking 
with bated breath, in the cold ehiU of 1850, still dared 
to he a statesman, and offered to meet the South on this 
question, suggesting a broad plan for the cure of our 
dread disease. But now, with the Union dropping 
asunder, with every brain and tongue active, we have 
yet to hear the first statesman word, the first pro¬ 
posal to consider the fountain and origin of aU our 
ills. We look in vain through Mi-. Seward’s speech for 
one hint or suggestion as to any method of dealing with 
our terrible hurt. Indeed, one of his terroi-s of dis¬ 
union is that it wiU give room for “ an European, an 
uncompromising hostUity to slavery.” Such an hos¬ 
tility, the irrepressible conflict of right and wrong, 
William H. Seward, in 1861, pronounces • ‘ fearful ”! To 
describe the great conflict ol the age, the first of Ameri¬ 
can statesmen, in the year of Garibaldi and Italy, can 
find no epithet but “ fearful.” 

The servile silence of the 7tli March, 1850, is outdone. 

, and Massacliusetts yields to New York the post ot 
infamy which her great Senator has hitherto filled. 
Yes, of all the doctors bending over the patient, not one 
dares to name the disease, except The Tribune, which 
advises him to forget it! Throughout half of the great 
cities of the North every one who touches on it is 
mobbed into silence! This is indeed, the saddest fea¬ 
ture of our times. 

Let us, then, who, unlike Mr. Seward, are not afraid 
to teU, even now, aUand just what we wish—let us look 
at the real nature of the crisis m winch we stand. The 
lYibune says we should forget the negro.” It seems 
to me that all our past, all our present and all our 
future command us at this moment to think of nothing 
hut the negro (slight laughter, derisively). 

Let me tell you why. 

The first duty of society is justice. If any other 
basis of safety or gain were honest, it would be impos¬ 
sible. “ A prosperous iniquity,” says Jeremy Taylor, 
“ is the most unprofitable condition in the worjd. 
were not sent into the world to plant cities, to make 
Unions or save them. Seeing that all men are born 
-!L equal, our first civil duty is to see that our laws treat 
them so. The convulsion of this hour is the effort ol 
the nation to do this, its duty, while politicians and 
parties strive to balk it of its purpose.

smooth stones, obeying the law of gravity, tumble here 
and there. Why should we seek to stop them, merely 
. show that we have a right and can ? That were offiy 
a waste of means and temper. Let ns build, like the 
Pyramids, a fabric which every natural law guarantees; 
or, better stUl, .plant a Union whose life sui-vives the 
ages, and quietly gives birth to its suceessop, 

Mr. SewardA last apeechj which he conlessea doet »ot 
express his real convictions, denies every principle, but 
!, that he proclaimed in his campaign adch-esses; that 
,—which, at Lansing, he expressly said " he 
ashamed to confeis ’’—that one is this, every thing 
sacrificed to save the Union. I am not aware tiiat 
any public occasion, varied and wide as hg^e been 
his discussions and topics, he has ever named the 
or the virtue which he would not sacrifice to sa 
Union. For thii-ty years there has been stormy and 
searching discussion of profound moral questions ; one, 
whom his friends call our only statesman, has spoken 
often on all; yet he has never named the sin which he 
does not think its saving of the Union would not change 
to a virtue. 

Remembering this element of his statesmanship, let j 
i listen to the key-note of his late speech : “ The first 
object of every human society is safety or security- 
which, if need be, they wifi and they ' 
every other.” 

I will not stop to say that, even with bis explanations, 
his principle is equivocal, and, if unlimited, false ; that, 
unqualified, it justifies every crime, and would have 
prevented every glory of history ; that by it, James IL 
and Bonaparte were saints; under one sense the Pil-

5 madmen, and under another the Puritans 


did right to hang Quakers. But, grant it. Suppose the 
Union means wealth, culture, happiness and safety— 
man has no right to buy either by crime. 

JIany years ago, on the floor of Congress, Kentucky 
and Tennessee both confessed that -- the dissolution ot 
the Union was the dissolution of slavery.” Last month 
Senator Johnson of Tennessee said, •' If I were i 
Abolitionist and wanted to accomplish the abolition 
slavery in the Southern States, the first step I would 
take would be to break the bonds of this Union. 1 
believe the continuance of slavery depends on the pre¬ 
servation of this Union, and a compliance with all the 
guaranties of the Constitution.” In September last, Mr. 
Seward himself said, " AVhat are they [the Southern 
States] in for, but to have slavery saved for them by 
the Federal Union ? Why would they go out, for they 
could not maintain and defend themselves against their 
own slaves ? ” In this last speech he tells us it is the 
Union which restricts the opposition of slavery within 
narrow limits, and prevents it from being, like that o" 
Europe, a “ direct and uncompromising ” demand foi 
abolition. 

Now, if the Union created for us a fresh Golcqnda 
every month, if it nufie every citizen wise as Solomon, 
blameless as St. John, and safe as an angel in the courts 
of Heaven, to cling to it would still be a damnable 
crime, hateful to God, while its cement was the blood 
of the negro—while it, and it alone, made the crime of 
slaveholding possible in fifteen States. ' 

Mr. Seward is a power in the State. It is worthwhile 
to understand his course. It cannot be caprice. His 
position decides that of millions. The instinct that 
leads him to take it shows his guess (and he rarely 
errs) what the majority intend. I reconcile thus the 
utter difference and opposition of his campaign 
speeches and his last one. I think he went West, sore 
at the loss of the nomination, but with too much good 
sense, perhaps magnanimity, to act over again Web¬ 
ster’s sullen part when Taylor stole his rights. 

Still Mr. Seward, though philosophic, thoogh keen 
analyze and unfold the theory of our politics, is i 
cunning in plans. He is only the hand and tongue ; his 
brain fives in private fife on the Hudson river side. 
Acting under that guidance, he thought Mr. Lincoln 
not likely to go beyond, even if he were able to keep, 
the whole Chicago platform. Accord^ly he said, I 
wUl give free rein to my natural feeling and real eon- 
vietions, till these Abolitionists of the Republican ranks 
shall cry, “ Oh, what a mistake. We ought to have 
nominated Seward; another time we will nc 

balked.” Hence the hot eloquence and fearless to- 

those prairie speeches. He returns to Washington, finds 
Mr Lincoln sturdily insisting that his bond is pledged 
to keep in office, every promise made in the platform. 
Then Mr Seward shifts his course, saying, “ Since mv 
abolitionism cannot take the wind from my r 
sails I’U get credit as a conservative. Accepting the 
premierslfip, I will forestaU pubhe opinion and do aU 
possible to bind the commg admmistration to a policy 
which I originate.” He offers to postpone the whole 
Chicago ptoform in order to save the Union-though 
larSctober, at Chicago, he told us postponement never 
settles anything—whether it is a lawsuit or national 
question, better be beat and try agam, than postpone. 

. This speech of Mr. Seward I regard as a declara- 
tion of war against the avowed policy of the incommg 
President. U’ Lincoln were Andrew Jackson, as jus 
friends aver, he would dismiss Mr. Seward from lus 
Cabinet.

The course of the slayeholfiere, or rather the slave 
States—for we think a distinction might be taken 
between these two terms, if all were known—^has 
been a most Magferly Apiiyity. fhey baye brought 
the North to terms with a promptitude, skill and 
address which does credit to their long habits of| 
mastery. I^ero4otus relates that the Scythians, 
returning once frem an expedition into Medea, found 
their slaves risen in rebellion, and in the first encoum 
ters the slaves had thp bpsi of jt. Pqt one, wiser than 
the rest, among the masters, advised them to lay aside 
their arms and rush at the insurgents brandishing 
the whips with wJb®!) they were used to chastise them. 
This worked to admiration. The qld slavish feeling 
and the inveterate habits of submission returned upon 
the slaves, and they submitted without more ado. 
This is the policy our Southern owqers have adopted 
towards us, their Northern chattels. Finding 
rebellion, having actually set up a leader of om 
choice and proposing to make him ruler over us, they 
flourish over our heads the old scourge which has 
often before to submission, and wi 
making haste to make our surrender such as will 
us from their farther wrath. leaving, for the first time 
in seventy years, a fair and just chanee to shake t 
necks free from the yoke we have borne so long, 
rather having a reasonable chanee of having it taken 
off by the act of our masters themselves, we grovel ii 


pleased to fasten it on again! It is no wonder that 
the slaveniasters t h i n k tfiat thqir hlapk slaves cannot 
live without them when they see thpir white ones 
fess with groanipgs and supplications their own u 
dependence upop them. 

That the Democrats and Bell-Everett men should 
do this is nothing surprising. They are only serving 
the master they have always loved, pnd whose service 
to them is all thp freedopi they desirp. But that the 
Republicans should even entertain the consideration 
,«f the terms preposed-to them for their pardon aud 
the remission of their political sins, is a sad evidence 
of how the gangrene of slavery has eat 
very marrow of Northern bones. That even a spirit 
of decent resentment for the shameless way in which 
they are cheated out of the fruits of their victory, 
after they had always yielded patiently to their own 
defeats, should not rouse them to set the insolent 
tricksters at defiance, would be amazing, did 
know the long education in humiliation they have 
imdeigone. We can understand, in some degree, the 
force of the temptation to which they are exposed, and 
the strength of the pressure that is brought to bear 
upon them from without. We can understand how 
annoying it must be to men who have just acquired 
power by the regular constitutional methods, to have 
it snatched from them before they have clutched 
But we hope we shall never be able to comprehend 
how men can think it worth their while to surrender 
every principle they ever professed, and to deliver 
over an empire of domain and a nation of human 
beings to slavery as the price of being permitted to 
enjoy what belongs to them of right. AVe can only 
hope that, if this beti-ayal of liberty be consummated 
by the Republicans iu Congress, that they will be 
paid in traitors’ coin. And why should they not be ? 

Why should the slaveholders, if they consent to return 
to the Union on the terms they have dictated, leave 
the administration of the nation in tfie hands of their

which were originally published in a weekly news- 

S called The New York Ledger,-mAeT the fol- 
r circumstances. Mr. Everett was much inter¬ 
ested tn carrying out the arrangements for the pur¬ 
chase of Washington’s estate of Mount Vernon to be 
an heirloom of the nation, and started a public sub¬ 
scription for the purpose. The proprietor of The 
New York Ledger thought he saw a great opportunity 
for advertising his paper. He accordingly offered to 
contribute ten thousand dollars to the Mount Vernon 
Fund if Mr. Everett would write one article a week 
for a year in The Ledge)-. This was at the rate of 
about forty pounds an article, and was a tempting 
offer to a man enthusiastic for the success of a 
patriotic scheme. Mr. Everett states that^ he would 
certainly not have accepted the proposal if Ae pro¬ 
ceeds had flowed into his own pocket. But his 
patriotism forbade him to reject so easy a method of 
increasing the amount of his beloved Mount V ernon 
Fund. No bargain was made as to the quality or 
subject of the articles, a,nd so long as The Ledger 
gained notoriety and the Mount Vernon Fund flouty 
ished, neither party seems to have considered that it 
made any difference whether the articles were good 
or bad. The consequence is, that they are very 
poor, meagre dissertations on any subject that Mr. 
Everett could think of and write on without trouble. 
A large portion of them consists of insipid recollec¬ 
tions of tours taken by Mr. Everett in Europe, and 
are about the sort of thing that a young lady travel¬ 
ling in Switzerland might write if she sent abridgments 
of "il/hrrav’s Handbook home to a female friend. 
When the subject is tolerably good, the treatment is 
so inadequate that even the proprietor of The New 
York Ledger must have seen the value at which his 
crack contributor estimated that periodical. The 
late Mr, Hallam, for instance, furnishes the topic of 
one of these essays ; and the substance of what Mr. 
Everett has to say is, that the Constitutional History 
strikes him as being a sound and useful publication. 
There is not the faintest attempt to criticise. That 
would have taken time and thought, and Mr. Everett 
was not selling time and thought, but only his name. 
Another essay is devoted to an account of a journey 
which Mr. Everett once made, and tells how he tried 
to goto sleep, and how the conversation of two fellow 
travellers prevented him, until at last one of them 
[rot out at a station on the way, and then Mr. 
Bverett was very glad to get off to sleep. That is the 
sort of stuff which one of the very few Americans 
who have earned a European reputation sells to an 
ambitious periodical for forty pounds. As many 
essays as possible, are, of course, devoted to Wash¬ 
ington, and some of the very smallest facts ever 
recorded of a great man’s career are brought out 
with great pomp from Washington’s diary. Mr. 
Everett even describes seven separate occasions on 
which, as he tells us, if Providence had not interfered, 
Washington would not have been wbat be was, or 
done what he performed. For example, Washington 
once had the small pox, and Mr. Everett assures us 
that if the great general had died in early life of the 
disease, he would not have lived to be famous. It is 
difficult to see how an eminent writer can go below this. 

We can quite believe that if Mr. Everett had been 
asked to accept forty pounds on condition that he 
recorded in print how he once took longer to go to 
sleep in a railway carri^e than he expected, he 
would have rejected the oiler with disdain. But he 
seems to think that because, when he gets the money, 
he gives it away, he is doing a very proper thing. 
We do not see that the destination of the money 
makes any difterence. AVhat should we think of a 
similar transaction in England ? If Sir George 
Oornewall Lewis undertook to write the silliest ante 
biography he eould frame, and publish it in The 
Family He)-ald, should we excuse him because he 
offered to give the money he received to the fund for 
Lord Macauly’s statue? An eminent statesman 
owes the duty of self-respect not only to himself, but 
to his country ; and no one who can do better is 
justified in writing such very poor productions as the 
Mount Vernon Papers. It is a common but a 
lamentable opinion to suppose that it is virtuous to 
do anything, however foolish, in the cause of charity, 
and the main reason of this opinion being held is, 
that people get absorbed in a favorite charitable or 
patriotic scheme so as to forget everything else. The 
success of that scheme seems the only one thing on 
earth that is really important. It is a very good 
thing that the house in which Washington lived 
should become the property of the American nation ; 
but it is quite as important that Americans of 
■eminence and reputation should not lower the stan¬ 
dard of writing in their country. What can be 
worse than tliat a man whom his countrymen regard 
witli general respect should contract to go on writing 
for a year, although he knows that he has nothing to 
say ? This is wbat Mr. Everett has done. There are 
things in his book that we might commend. There is 
a good tone running through it—a wish to render 
houuige to true excellence, and a constant protest 
against the ordinary virulence of American writing. 
But a good tone, and a love of justice and modera¬ 
tion, do not in the least make up for the author hav¬ 
ing nothing to say. It is evident that Mr. Everett 
would not have written any single page in his book 
if he could have helped it. He only draws out his 
reminiscences of sleepless journeys because he is 
under contract to write something ; and then he flat¬ 
ters himself that it does not matter what he writes, 
if he is not going to spend on himself the money 
which his writing brings in. The gain to the Mount 
Vernon Fund fades into insignificance when we 
think how it has been purchased ; and the Americans 
must be a very poor spirited set of people if they 
would not have paid enough money to buy their 
liberator’s house without calbng on Mr. Everett to 

sell his reputation in this way.
